that Speedway is “rained off’ before making proper enquiries—as it was a lot of 
supporters told me last week they were kept away by being told by the ‘‘ know-alls ” 
that the match had been cancelled—please ring the track 73030 to make sure was my 
advice to them. 


Tonight we welcome back the Oxford side—after our very close match recently 
when Ron How and Jimmy Gooch scored 29 of the ‘‘ Cheetahs ’’ points Arne Pander 
apologised for failing to get going and in a friendly argument this challenge on a home 
and away basis for a Challenge Cup presented by the well known firm of Kings of Oxford 
was arranged—the score for the first leg held last night will be announced so that you 
can keep aggregate scores in mind—the use of the tactical substitute is retained by any 
team six points behind in any of the matches (not necessary in aggregate) and if necessary 
we shall have used this advantage ourselves last night.
